There is a fair chance that western 
Europe will get on its feet in time 
to prevent the Communists from 
taking possession of more govern­ 
ments by strong-arm methods. If 
that happens the cold war in Eu­ 
rope will settle down to one of at­ 
trition — of Communist infiltration, 
espionage and sabotage. But the 
conflict will continue. 
Meantime we may expect a rapid 
increase in the fierceness of the con­ 
flict in the Orient. Indeed, the Far 
East may well become the main the­ 
ater of the struggle between democ­ 
racy and communism. 
In any event we should not forget 
for a minute that while we may get 
truces, the warfare will go on and 
on until Communism either demon­ 
strates that it is what the world 
wants, or hangs itself. Certainly the 
long suffering democracies are giv­ 
ing Bolshevism lots of rope for the 
job.

F lsrher was a member, a young bond 
salesm an arose and m ade an elo­ 
quent and im passioned plea He had 
heard th a t there was a possibility 
of the proposed L utheran T raining 
C am p being located in the county 
and he declared th a t Adams county 
n a n no business to allow the cam p 
to be located elsewhere. He sug­ 
gested the appointm ent of a com ­ 
m ittee of citizens, m em bers of the 
Club, to raise the funds necessary 
to purchase the desired tract, about 
one hundred acres Including 
tw*o 
acres on the very top of the ridge 
which were desired 
for 
the "far 
vision” and on which was located 
the U pper Tem ple so beloved by all 
i Naw akw ans. 
Stones For Tem ple 
A nother incident is recalled The 
' two acies referred to contained a big 
pile of stones which were desired nei­ 
th er by the owner nor the new* p u r­ 
chaser. In the Juggling for the space 
which followed, the pile of stones 
appeared every tim e. Dr. Fischer 
finally said, "W ell, w ell take the 
. stones. T here will be some place 
in w hich we can use them .” They 


becam e the concentric rows of seats 
and the stone lectern of our Upper 
Tem ple. 


The President of the R otary Club 
appointed the com m ittee recom m en­ 
ded. T he funds, about $5,000, were 
.speedily raised with contributions j 
com ing from m any m em bers of m any 
denom inations and from all walks of 
life It was turned over to and m ost 
H atefully received by the D irector on 
behalf of the Board of the L utheran 
L eadership T raining C am p for R e­ 
ligious Education. In retu rn for the 1 
generosity of G ettysburg and Adams 
county citizens the C am p Board 
voted to receive cam per-students of 
any church affiliation in the county 
into any of the age-group cam ps to 
which they m ight belong It should 
be added th at some farm ers owning 
several or more acres of the cam p 
tra c t contributed their holdings g ra ­ 
tis which was equally appreciated. 
The Cam p has always enjoyed the 
friendship and hearty cooperation of 
its neighbors. 
Secure Needed Funds 
F unds also were needed for the 
cabins, the larger buildings, the pool, 
the playgrounds, housing the water 
supply, 
the 
cem ent 
underground 
reservoir and w ater and sewage sys­ 
tem s, electric power brought by lines 
run from Arendtsville, roads, a cam p 
truck, etc., etc. Needed also were 
equipm ent for the cabins, flush toil­ 
ets refrigeration, and com plete cook­ 
ing and baking and serving equip­ 
m ent for the kitchen and mess hall 
and a hundred and one other things. 
W here was the m oney for all these 
things to come from ? 


Again the faith and the earnest 
prom otional activity of the Cam p 
Board were rew arded. The F irst N a­ 
tional Bank of G ettysburg gracious­ 
ly granted them the loan of $17,500. 
The W est Pennsylvania Synod, al­ 
ways a Arm believer in and supporter 
of this educational project co n tri­ 
buted $2,000 each year. The Susque­

gheny, and M aryland Synods con­ 
tributed lesser am ounts, every dollar 
of which was used to liquidate the 
debt. C hurches and individuals and 
groups contributed the coat of v ar­ 
ious specials — a cam per-, Red 
Cross-, or a faculty-cabin, a fire­ 
place, books for the library or other 
equipm ent. M any m en gave gener­ 
ously of th eir tim e and energy — 
the always loyal and helpful Cam p 
Board, the advisory com m ittee con­ 
sulting each year on how to improve 
the Cam p’s four-fold program .

CAMP NAWAKWA 
WAS BUILT ON 
GREAT VISION

The center of every man s life I* 
» dream And Nawakwa was a dream 
come true. For ten years. Dr. M 
Hftdwtn Fincher, founder and first 
director of the Lutheran Leadership 
Training camp, 
Arendtsville, had 
worked long hours through synodical 
convention, ministerial associations, 
and finally with the Parish and 
Church School board of the United 
Lutheran 
church, 
to 
build 
the 
“ramp-in-the-woods” into the very 
latest church camp in the field of 
Christian Leadership training 
The Church at large had come 
to depend on its camp The clergy’ 
were now enthusiastic In their sup­ 
port. The campers were responding 
to the ideal of the four-fold life in 
their home communities The dream 
was being translated into terms of 
flesh and blood The important busi­ 
ness of discovering leadership, train­ 
ing leadership, and Uniting leader­ 
ship to the church were words filled 
to the brim with meaning Such was 
a picture of Nawakwa in June. 1938.! 
Dr. Flarher 111 
Dr Filcher became ill late in the 
•emlnary year, but despite his a il- , 


er with a lounge chair as a token of 
their appreciation for his untiring 
efforts of promotion and operation 
of the church camp. 
Died Week la te r 
Just, after sunset that day, Dr. 
Fischer sat with some of the camp 
family and unfolded the happiness 
of his heart for the mighty Provi­ 
dence of Ood during the ten years, 
and projected some of his high 
hopes for the years ahead. Exactly 
one week later, the sad news of his 
death was announced by Miss La 
Vene Grove, who was immediately 
named director. 
Through her outstanding leader­ 
ship, the camp continued in the 
dream of the early pioneer. Her 
years as associate director with Dr. 
Fischer, as director, and again as 
associate director, have won her 
many friends and the reputation of 
• Nawakwa’s most loyal and faithful 
friend,” 
The intervening years from the 
tenth to the fifteenth anniversaries 
were marked by a continued in­ 
crease in enrollment, a full-time di­ 
rector. and the singular compliment 
of the Parish and Church School 
board which each year sends men 
and women of the various Synods 
of the United Lutheran church to 
Nawakwa for the purpose of observa­ 
tion and evaluation. This practice 
continues to date. 
Observe Anniversary 
The fifteenth anniversary w'as ob­ 
served August 8. 1943, during the 
war years. Gasoline was rationed, 


but campers, leaders, parents, and 
friends pooled the’r precious coupons 
to be present at this observance. Dr. 
Ernest Hoh, of Lancaster, director 
during the 1945 season, spoke In be­ 
half of the Camp board. He called 
the ideals of the camp the "spiritual 
monuments in the church at large” 
and urged full cooperation in these 
days to the highest standards of the 
church. Dr. Arthur H. Getz of the 
Parish and Church School board also 
spoke eloquently from the text In 
Exodus 14:15 "Speak unto the chil­ 
dren of Israel, that they go for­ 
ward," The choir sang “Hymn to 
Nawakwra" which had been especial­ 
ly written for the Tenth Anniver­ 
sary celebration. 
To look ahead necessitates a look 
back. And we are reminded of a 
writer who once said, “we take only 
a hasty backward glance to brush 
aside some hoary cobwebs of roman­ 
t i c tradition, to guard against the 
danger of failing memory, to ac­ 
knowledge our debt to the past and 
learn something from it, and then 
press forward to the tasks and re­ 
sponsibilities 
which 
engage 
the 
church today,” 
The camp has been true to Its 
founder. The ideals of The Christ, 
enshrined in m ens hearts, have 
caused a camp to be built “up be­ 
yond the Narrows, on the first range 
of the South Mountain, near Get­ 
tysburg" that will help to bring 
“peace on earth among men of good 
will.”

MitSu, a petite bit who was always 
happy and helpful as a camper. 
Her pa rents were living in Philadel­ 
phia at the time and she came to 
the Senior High Girls’ Camp.

PLAN TO ERECT 
FACULTY LODGE 


The Nawakwa Alumni Association 
in cooperation with the Board of 
Directors and other friends have 
plans well under way for the erec­ 
tion of a new faculty lodge.
